Town are Affected.

The fullowlnii article In frutu the 
Philadelphia Pre« « . and will be appre­ 
ciated by the potters of this city, wlio 
have reason to know the result of the 
new tariff on pottery. 


‘ The labor-destroyloir and capital- 
oiDsumlDR effects of the Wilson tariff 
act are no better demonstrated In any 
of the many fields in which they have 
wrouirht so much misery and ruin 
than In the ^ re a t pottery industry if 
this city, where, before that vicious 
piece of leifislallon, between 8.O00 and 
10,000 workmen enjoyed steady work 
at « ood waues, and about .‘to potteries 
returned a fair profit on the capital 
invested in them, before the chanijed 
tariff rates, when a protective duty of 
5.5 per cent on white troods and 50 per 
cent on decorated ware was In force, 
tlie pottery plants of Trenbm ran on 
full time and paid t;(K)d wattes to a 
» treat army of men and women, and 
there were no more prosperous sec­ 
tions of the citv than those inhabi­ 
ted by the people wlio depended upon 
the potteries for their means of em­ 
ployment. 
“The chan» ies wrought by the Wil­ 
son tariff reduction, makln» ? the duty 
30 per cent on white » foods and .'i5 per 
centó n decorated ware, have been 
lived under by Trenton potters 
Ioiir 
enouifh to convince them of tbe bitter 
fruits of a free trade policy, and tliey 
will be aroonif the majority to cast 
their votes In New .lersey this year 
iHfalnst the representatives of the 
party responsible for tids depressive 
era In their trade. 
“Thesetariff chan» fes have well nl» fli 
wiped out the pottery industry of 
Trentoo. 
It is true not all of the 
plants have dosed down entirely, but 
In every one of tlieru tha t is makin» f 
any effort to manufacture »{<mk1s the 
predominant Idea is to struif» rle on in 
an effort to bold the trade, or a part 
of It, in the hope, born of tlie llepul» - 
llcan victories last year, tha t tbe true 
friends of American labor will sisjn 
be in position to ri» fbt the » ireat 
wron» f done them by ttie last Demo­ 
cratic congress. 
“ ‘No ar» furaent from us is needed 
to convince any one of the fact tha t 
the new tariff has worked this » freat 
Injury to our industries,’ said a mem­ 
ber of one of the well known pottery 
firms to a Press representative. 
'The 
argument is furnished in the condi­ 
tion of the American trade, which has 
decreased in volume from the day It 
was apparent tha t a change In the 
tariff was coming, and in the corre­ 
sponding Increase of the business of 
the foreign potteries in this country, 
which has been steadily on the In­ 
crease since the new tariff became 
operative, and that, too, despite ttie 
fact that the purchasing power of our 
people has been so much curtailed by 
the general effects of the new tariff 
law. 
“ T t cannot be denied tha t the con­ 
dition of the foreign pottery trade has 
been Improved by the changed tariff, 
and the proof of this carries with it 
the conviction tha t the American 
manufacturer has at least lost all tha t 
the foreigner has gained. 
" ‘The Staffordshire, Kogland,Senti­ 
nel, of Sept. 28, of the present year, 
contains the following: ‘The pottery 
trade of North Staffordshire continues 
to exhibit a considerably Improved 
condition as compared with the pre­ 
vious year, and every Indication is 
manifested tha t the improvement 
will be m aintained. The American 
trade Is still brisk, notwithstanding 
the enormous quantities of ware which 
are shipped every week. The revival 
of trade with the United States is 
very marked, and orders are plentiful. 
Many firms which do chleily an Ameri­ 
can trade have sufficient orders on 
their books to keep the manufactories 
in full work until the end of the year. 
The home trade is not so brisk, but 
nevertheless shows an all around Im­ 
provement. The china trade is only 
moderately g(s>d. 
Prices continue 
low, and competition and underselling 
go on to as great a degree as ever. 
The cost o f‘ m aterials remains un­ 
altered.’ ” 
“ 'No argum ent could lie more con­ 
vincing than this,’ added tbe m anu­ 
facturer. 
‘Certainly the people of 
Trenton, who have lived through the 
changes wrought here, are convinced, 
and it would be hard to find a potter 
who was a Democrat who Is one

“ Another member of a pottery firm 
in speaking of the changed conditions 
said: ‘For the four months ending in 
April of this year tlie official figures 
sliow that English potters shipped to 
tills country pottery valued a t $ 1,424,- 
.“>00, while during the same jierlod 
under the last year of the McKinley 
tariff they sold In this country g(K» ds 
of their manufacture valued a t $ 8.32. 
77.5. 
From Jan. 1 to Feb. 1« uf tills 
12,<l.5;i packages of English pottery were 
landed and sold in this country, while 
during the same period under the 
operation of tlie McKinley tariff the 
shipments amounted bi 8.313 packages 
Tliere is the explanation of tiie de­ 
pressed condit ion of tlie pottery indus­ 
try In Trenton. 
‘‘ ‘The cost of the American product 
is MO per cent labor, and with the pres­ 
ent tariff we cannot compete with the 
cheap price labor employed In the |K» t- 
teries of Europe.’ 
“The fact tha t tlie lalsir In the isit- 
terles of Europe Is cheap and the dif­ 
ference in its cost and tha t of the labor 
of this country were bruughtout by 
Interviews wltb two extiert pott-erseiii- 
ploved by the International I’ottery 
company, Isitli of whom arc natives of 
England, having lieen employed In 
potteries tiierc before tliey came lo 
tills country. 
"The first man interrogated was W 
1*. Jon&s. 
‘W hat 1s the difference in 
tlie price of labor in the jMitteries of 
this country and thosi* nf England?’ 
was asked of lilm. 
“ ‘Tlie difference,’ he said, ‘is tills: 
W’liat we are paid $ 12 for liere.tiiey get 
$ 6 25 for In England ’ 
Wliat is the difference In your con­ 
dition ritiw as compared wltli your con­ 
dition before tlie change of the tariff?’ 
was asked. 
“ ‘I do more work for less money and 
have less work to do,’ was ids (Kiioted 
answer. 
Henry Mason, the other workman 
Interviewed, answered the first ques­ 
tion In substantially tlie same way, 
adding tha t in England a fair day’s 
wages for a potter was II, while in this 
country the same workman 
would 
make $ 2.50 a day w ithout doing a 
greater am ount of work. 
“To the*second'question, as to the 
difference between his condition now 
as compared with his c^indltlon before 
tlieciiange In the tariff, he said: ‘Why, 
man, it’s all different, and a most dis­ 
tressing difference, t(Ki.' 
• 
The actual cut In the wages of the 
Trenton potters since the changed 
condition wrought by the tariff has 
iieen 124 per cent. This does not, how­ 
ever, begin to show wiiat the employes 
have suffered and are suffering. Many 
of them have been thrown out of em­ 
ployment altogether, and those of 
them who have been retained as em­ 
ployes of the potteries have had little 
work during the most of the tim e the 
new tariff has been in operation. 
An­ 
other illustration of the changes tha t 
have brought this about is presented 
by the bcxiks of one firm, whose sales 
in September, 1891, were I.3U,000, while 
last month they were $ 8,000, T ht same 
firm disposed of $ 220,000 80 worth of 
its ware In 1891. and $ 50,000 worth In 
1894.“

Dear Sir —Under tbe assumption 
tha t Davis Island dam, on the Ohio 
river, near IMttsburg, Is under the 
jurisdiction of your departm ent, I pre­ 
fer the request tha t an order tie Issued 
G) the officers In charge, tha t when­ 
ever the wickets of said dam are 
lowertHl a notice of tha t tie telegraphed 
bv him to our city health officer or 
water works superintendent, at the 
same time giving the tim e likely to 
elaiise tiefore the waters so released 
will likely reach us. 
1 would also 
suggest tha t said notice be not less 
than 24 hours ahead. The reason for 
this requfwt Is this: We are 40 miles 
below 
Pittsburg, 
and our 
public 
water supply Is from the river, and it 
has been noticed tha t when the 
wickete are loweretl aftor a dry spell, 
such as we have had and are having, 
the water is a t first very bad, caused 
by the accumulations of filth from the 
cities of Pittsburg and Allegheny, and 
the other towns above the dam. The 
desirability uf this notice Is potent to 
you without argum ent, and had we 
this notice we could arrange to avoid 
the greater part of the danger thereof. 
I hoi>e you will see your way clear to 
a t least issue a temporary order a t 
once before the wickets are opened 
from

of 
this 
summer

‘ T he labor-destroying and capital- 
consuming effects of the Wilson tariff 
act are no b etter dem onstrated In any 
of the many Held* In which they have 
w rought so much misery and ruin 
th an In th e g re at pottery industry if 
this city, where, before th a t vicious 
piece of legislation, between 8,000 and 
10,000 workmen enjoyed steady work 
a t good wages, and about .to potteries 
returned a fair profit on the capital 
Invested In them . Itefore the changed 
tariff rates, when a protective duty of 
55 per cent on w hite goods and 50 per 
cent on decorated ware was In force, 
the pottery plants of T renton ran on 
full tim e and paid good wages to a 
great array of men and women, and 
there were no more prosperous sec­ 
tions of th e cliv than those In hab i­ 
ted by the people who depended upon 
the potteries for th eir means of em ­ 
ployment. 
"T he changes w rought by th e W il­ 
son tariff reduction, m aking th e duty 
30 per cent on w hite goods and 35 per 
c en to n decorated ware, have been 
lived under by T renton potters long 
enough to convince them of the b itte r 
fruits of a free trade policy, and they 
will be among th e m ajority to cast 
th eir votes In New Jersey th is year 
against the representatives of 
the 
party responsible for th is depressive 
era In th eir trade. 
These tariff changes have well nigh 
wiped out th e pottery Industry

Trenton. 
It Is tru e not all of the 
plants have closed down entirely, but

No argum ent from us is needed 
to convince any one of th e fact th a t 
the new tariff has worked th is great 
injury to our industries,’ said a m em ­ 
ber of one of the well known pottery 
firms to a Press representative.

sponding Increase of the business of 
the foreign potteries in th is country,

‘T he Staffordshire, E ngland,Senti­ 
nel, of Sept. 28, of th e present year, 
contains the following: 
‘T he pottery 
trade of N orth Staffordshire continues 
to exhibit a considerably Improved 
condition as compared w ith th e pre­ 
vious year, and every indication is 
m anifested 
th a t 
th e 
Im provem ent 
will be m aintained. 
T he A m erican 
trade Is still brisk, notw ithstanding 
the enormous q u an tities of ware which 
are shipped every week. 
T he revival 
of trade w ith th e U nited S tates is 
very marked, and orders are plentiful. 
Many firms which do chiefly an A m eri­ 
can trade have sufficient orders on 
their books to keep the m anufactories 
Id full work until th e end of th e year. 
T he home trade Is not so brisk, but 
nevertheless shows an all around Im­ 
provem ent. 
T he china trad e is only 
moderately good. 
Prices continue 
low, and com petition and underselling 
go on to as g reat a degree as ever.

I to Feb. 16 of th is 
12,653 packages of English pottery were 
landed and sold in th is country, while 
during th e sam e period under th e 
operation of th e McKinley tariff th e 
shipm ent s am ounted to 6,313 packages 
T here Is the explanation of th e do 
pressed condition of th e pottery iodus 
try In T renton. 
" ‘T he cost of th e A m ebean product 
is 90 per cent labor, and w ith the pres 
e n t tariff we can n o t com pete w ith the 
cheap price labor employed In th e pot 
terles of Europe.’ 
"T he fact th a t th e laltor in the pot 
terles of Europe is cheap and th e dif 
ference In Its coat and th a t of the labor 
of th is country were brought o u t by 
Interview s w ith tw o expert potters em 
ployed bv the In tern atio n al Pottery 
company, both of whom are natives of 
England, having been employed In 
potteries there before they cam e to 
tilts country. 
"T h e first m an interrogated was W 
P. Jones. 
‘W hat Is th e difference In 
the price of labor In th e (lotteries of 
th is country and those of England?* 
was asked of him. 
" ‘T he difference,* he said, ‘Is tills: 
W hat we are paid $12 for here,they get 
♦6 25 for In England.* 
" W hat Is th e difference in your con­ 
dition now as com pared w ith your con­ 
dition before th e change of th e t ariff?' 
was asked. 
" 'I do more work for less money and 
have less work to do,* was his pointed 
answer. 
"H enry Mason, th e o th er workman 
Interviewed, answ ered th e first ques­ 
tion lo su b stan tially th e sam e way, 
adding th a t in England a fair day’s 
wages for a p o tter was ll, while in this 
country the sam e workman 
would 
make WSO a day w ithout doing a 
g reater am ount of work. 
"T o th e second'question, as to th e 
difference betw een his condition now 
as compared w ith his condition before 
tb ech an g e in th e tariff, he said: ‘Why, 
man, it’s all different, and a m ost dis­ 
tressing difference, too.* 
"T h e actual c u t In th e wages of the 
T renton potters since th e changed 
condition w rought by th e tariff has 
been 124 per cen t T his does not, how­ 
ever, begin to show w hat th e employes 
have suffered and are suffering. Many 
of them have been throw n out of em ­ 
ploym ent altogether, 
and those of 
them who have been retained as em ­ 
ployes of the potteries have had little 
work during th e m ost of th e tim e the 
new tariff has been In operation. 
A n­ 
other Illustration of th e changes th a t 
have brought th is about Is presented 
by th e books of one firm, whose sales 
in Septem ber, 1891, were 130,000, while 
last m onth they were ♦H.ooo.

“General Maceo, acting under orders 
from the war minister,started to march 
from Santiago de Cuba to join General 
Banohios in Las Billa*, iii the province 
of Santa Clara, where they were to 
unite their forces aud ravage the sugar 
plantations. 
The Spanish got wind of 
General Maceo’* intention and immedi­ 
ately dispatched a formidable column 
of 2 .HOO men, under General Kchagua, 
to prevent the junotiou of the Caban 
armies. 
This column found General 
Maceo as far advanced on his way as 
the San Juan valley, in the south of 
Cuba, between Polguiu amt Bar ajuga a. 
Maceo had 3,000 men. of whioh 500 
were cavalry, and 2,500 infantry. 
The 
Spanish had 200 men less. but this dif­ 
ference was inore.thuu compensated for 
bv the possession of three excellent 
pieces of artillery. 
The battle began at 
once aud was fought by the Cubans 
with great fury. 
After four hours of 
terrific fighting General Kchugua was 
driven from the field in disorderly re­ 
treat. leaving HOO killed and wounded 
men and all Ins artillery behind him. 
Since the battle the insurgents have 
overrun Puerto Principe aud have ef 
footed a junction with General Sauch- 
ion at Las Billies.'’ 
The colonel said: 
“ We are bound tc 
win. 
We control three-fourths of the 
island now. Our men are armed not only 
with Mansurs captured from the Span 
iu ds, but also with Winchesters and 
Remingtons scut 
from the United 
States. 
There are over 300 American 
officers in our army and more are going 
every day. 
Only a few of the relief 
expeditious we are sending out get into 
the papers. 
We are now planning a 
couple that will put a final quietus ou 
Spam.
